SUMMARY STAFF RECOMMENDATION: Staff cannot recommend the proposed zoning
change from family residence, conditional overlay, neighborhood plan (SF-3-CO-NP)
combining district to family residence — historic landmark — conditional overlay —
neighborhood plan (SF-3-H-CO-NP) as the house lacks the architectural and historical
significance for individual designation as a historic landmark, but recommends that the
owner try to sell the property with the house on it rather than as a vacant lot as previously
testified to by the owner’s representative. Park Boulevard has high potential for
designation as a local historic district; the Eula Payton House would be contributing to the
historic character of the district, which is composed mainly of bungalows and cottages
dating from the 1920s and 1930s.

QUALIFICATIONS FOR LANDMARK DESIGNATION:

Staff does not believe that the house meets the criteria for individual designation. The
house is a modest 1930s bungalow with no significant architectural features and lacks the
significant historical associations necessary for individual designation.

BASIS FOR RECOMMENDATION:

Architecture:

One-story, rectangular-plan, clipped front-gabled frame bungalow with a partial-width,
clipped front-gabled independent porch on the left side of the facade; square brick porch
piers extend from the concrete floor to the ceiling, with a square brick half-pier framing the
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entry. The porch has an ornamental metal railing across the front and down the concrete
stairs. The tympanae of both the principal and the porch gable contain a horizontal wood
vent framed with a pair of brackets at the point where the clipped front gable transforms
into the pitched roof. Fenestration consists of single and paired 1:1 wood windows.
Composition roof.

Historical Associations:

The house appears to have been built in 1936 for Miss Eula Payton, the unmarried
daughter of Amanda Payton, who was the last surviving person born during the days of the
Republic of Texas when she passed away in 1932. Amanda Payton was the widow of Daniel
Payton, who died in the 1880s. The family lived on Walnut Creek in north Travis County;
Payton Gin is named for their homestead. Amanda and Eula Payton stayed in rural Travis
County until the late 1910s; the 1920 city directory shows them living at 4309 Avenue F,
while the 1920 U.S. Census shows them living at what is now 500 Park Boulevard, the
house immediately to the west of this one. Eula and Amanda lived together at 500 until
Amanda’s death in 1932. The 1935 Sanborn map shows the current structure at 500 Park
Boulevard, but this lot is shown as vacant. No building or utility permits exist for this
house, but the 1935 city directory is the last to show Eula Payton at 500 Park Boulevard;
the 1937 directory lists her address as 502 Park Boulevard, and 500 Park Boulevard was
used as a rental. Amanda’s obituary notes that she had amassed considerable property in
Austin and Travis County; Eula Payton owned Lots 11 and 12 of Ideal Place, the site of the
current houses at 500 and 502 Park Boulevard, as evidenced by city building permits from
the early 1940s showing as the owner of both parcels.

Eula Payton was a teacher at the Texas School for the Blind for over 30 years. After her
death in 1964, the house became a rental. Eunice Broyles, a widowed nurse, and her
daughter Carline, rented the house from the mid-1960s through the mid-1980s.

NOTE: This house appears to have been built in 1936, although there are no building or utility records to
confirm the construction date. The 1935 city directory shows Eula Payton living at 500 Park Boulevard.
The 1935 Sanborn map shows the current house at 500 Park Boulevard, but a vacant lot at the site of this
house. It appears that Eula Payton owned both this house and the house at 500 Park Boulevard; she
obtained building permits for construction on both lots in 1941 and 1942. After she built this house, Eula
Payton rented out the house at 500 Park Boulevard, and lived here at 502 until her death in 1964.

Eula Payton is listed as a teacher at the Texas School for the Blind in city directories as early as 1920,
when she and her mother, Amanda, lived at 4309 Avenue F just prior to moving to 500 Park Boulevard.

NOTES

The 1930 U.S. Census report shows Eula Payton and her mother, Amanda Payton, at 500 Park
Boulevard. Eula Payton was single, 52 years old, and had been born in Texas. She is listed as a teacher
at the School for the Blind. Amanda Payton was 85 years old, had been born in Texas, and had no
occupation listed. They owned the house which was worth $5,000.

The 1920 U.S. Census is the first to show Eula and Amanda Payton on Park Boulevard; they are listed at
500 Park Boulevard, where they had moved very recently from 4309 Avenue F. Eula Payton is listed as a
teacher at the Blind Institute.

Prior census reports show Amanda and Eula Payton in rural Travis County in the McNeil area. Eula is
listed as a teacher in the 1910 census, and at school in the 1900 report; Amanda is listed as a land lady
in the 1900 report and has no occupation listed afterwards. The 1880 census shows Daniel and Amanda
Payton in rural Travis County, with their 2-year old daughter, Eula. Daniel Payton was then a 50-year old
farmer; Amanda was 15 years younger than he was. Census reports after 1880 show Amanda as a
widow.

The 1921 Sanborn map shows this lot (labeled 8, but now listed as Lot 11 in Ideal Place) as vacant. The
house shown at 500 is not the current structure.
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The 1935 Sanborn map shows the current house at 500 Park Boulevard, but this lot remains empty. The
house shown as 502 Park Boulevard is now known as 504 Park Boulevard.
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The 1962 Sanborn map shows the current house at 502 Park Boulevard along with the current house at
500.
